"Numismatist’ Since that time I've held a few thousand CSA notes up to the light to check for cut 
cancels and better watermarks. If you have any specific wants, feel free to advise me on a strictly 
no obligation basis. I've handled some great notes and some make the round trip back to my inventory. 
During the bitter days during Reconstruction, many CSA collections and hoards mad their way north 
where they realized a small amount for absolute necessities of life. Thus, many great notes as well 
as contemporary counterfeits reside in the north. I don't mind sending a few back "home" down south,

The listed variety in Criswell merely marked "Very Rare". a ass arena ee 240 
$500 State of Georgia. April 6th, 1864. A few minor spots and pinholes. Purchased from a southern 
dealer for fine +. I'd call it a little less. AF 175
